GENERAL LYOXN'3 RECORD.

Since Cenoral Lyon has become so terrible a lfon to the
rebele of the West, inqulries are frequently made in re
gard to hia origin and past carcer. These Iaquiries are
caslly engwered. General Nathnciel Lyon is the son of a
substantisl farmer of Ashford, Conn., and Is the Jdeacond-
ant, pat ly and mal Iy, of familieg who were dis-
tinguished for intellect and Integrity of character. Iiis
mother was of the Knowiton famlly, which produced two
of the distingulshed officers of the Revolutlon—ons, the
famous Colonel Know!ton, who, as Major, commanded the
Copnecticut boys at the Oid Rail Fence on the lefl wing
of the American army st Bunker's HIll, and was e"ter-
warda killed at the batile of Harlem Holghts, New York.

Geperal Lyon was educatal at the Unlted States Mili-
tary Acadamy at West Poin!, whors he gradusted with
distinetion in 1941, and has ramaloed In the army over
sinoe, having risen to tho rank of caplaln in the Beoond
lufantry, and by the recent cholce of the Missourl volun.
teers has become their Brigadier General. e Is now in
the prime of life as a military commander, boing forty -
two years of age. He haw had grest exporience in his
profession, eepecially in the rougber duties, whioh fit him
50 eepecially for his present position. His service hus
been principally npon the froutiere—in the Fiorida, Texas,
Callfornia, Oregon, Kanzas, snd other Indian sod borler
ware. He was with General 8sott's division during the
Mexican caripaign, and was brevetted Augist 20, 1847,
“for gallsul and merilorious condnct in tho battlen of
Contreras and Churubusco;” and wae wounded at tho
Belen Gate of t':s eity of Mexico, Septexrbor 13, 1847,
